"HERE'S HOW to operate the new voting machines when 
you go to the polls for the Sept. 6 election,” South Bay City 
Clerk Virginia Walker told a-crowd of residents on hand 
Tuesday night for the regular City Commission meeting. 
Mrs. Walker pointed out the new machines will be used from 
now on in the Glades and this year's city election is only a 
forerunner for next year's general election. 


When I first came to Belle 
Glade, over. five years ago, the 
road from South Bay to the city 
limits was the worst I'd ever been 
on. 

It was lumpy, bumpy, trenchy, 
_ and on^ never knew when an Aus- 
tralian Pine would cast a rotten 
limb upon passers-by. 

But it isnt anymore. Through 
the efforts of lots of folks in the 
Glades, including the Canal Haz- 
ards Safety Committee, the Lake 
Okeechobee Area Traffic Council, 
local government officials, and a 
whole bunch of interested citizens, 
- the way to Belle Glade is now as 
smooth as silk. 

T especially wish to single out 
for praise the groups who has 
pushed so hard and worked .so 
diligently to have the road four- 
landed..the Traffic Council. 
Through this group, organized 
efforts were made to get the state 
to do something. And enough 
pressure was brought to bear that 
something was done. 

The members heve worked long 
kours and each and every one of 
them are to be commended for 
their ‘jobs well done." 

But the fight isn't over yet. 
Much more remains to be done. 
Roads in the Glades have to be 
built on land that is not always the 
best for roadbuilding and must 
constantly be maintained and 
improved. 


And the question of roads here 
is one of vital importance. Not too 
long ago, I heard one of the top 
men in the Department of Trans- 
portation commenting on roads 
He said the coastal areas ‘get 
more". because of the~ larger 
population. Those~that pay the 
most should get the most, to para- 
phrase him. 

This, to me, is a shortsighted 
view that does not take into c 
sideration what agricultural areas 
mean to the more populated 
regions. As the energy question 
grows more crucial, and private 
transportation more expensive, I 
often wonder if all those great 
coastal highways will see a de- 
creasing amount of traffic. 
Meanwhile, if funds aren't allo- 
cated to build a-good “system of 
roads in the Glades, and to main- 
tain them once built, local farmers 
and ranchers will find they must 
place an ever-increasing portion of 
¿< their business expense in trans- 
portation. Which will mean higher 
prices to the consumers on the 
coast. 


Im not saying population 
centers should be ignored when it 
comes to roads. What I am saying 
is that it is in the interests of 
everyone that agricultural areas 
have a high priority for road 
construction and maintenance. 
Public transportation will take 
„an increasing share of the load in 
populated areas. But public trans- 
portation doesn't work in rural, 
agricultural sections of the coun- 
try. There-aren't enough people to 
subsidize jt. Private transporta- 
tion will continue to carry the load 
for years:to come. 

My vision of horror is a great 
system of concrete highways ‘on 
* the coast lightly traveled while in 
the Glades, heavily laden trucks 
grind slowly on their way to 
market over a road that is choked 
a © With traffic. , 

The long range view is needed 
in road planning and construction. 
And we sincerely hope the state 
will take this into consideration. 
We're sure the Safety Committee 
will keep reminding them.

Muck: the Glades’ blessing 


The possibility Belle Glade may soon be the proud owner of 
a permanent operating permit for the city sewage treatment 
plant is probably the best and biggest news the city has 
received in recent years. 

The permit, if it is granted by the state Department of En- 
vironmental Regulation, and the probability is high 
considering its number of approvals of recommendations of 
county Health Department over the past years, won't be the 
final answer but it is proof the city is finally getting its act 
together in the eyes of the Health Department. 

The history of problems between the city and the health 
department is long and checkered, going back to 1972 and the 
city hasn't had a permanent permit for several years. 

Adding to the general problems is the fact.there have often 
been harsh words between the city administration and the 
Health Department but.that time is obviously in the past. 

Belle Glade is in thé middle of what has been called by a 
number of people a building boom. Building Inspector Ken- 
neth Retterer reports an increase of more than a million 
dollars worth of building permits over this time last year and 
the permanent permit, particularly if and when the city is able 
to solve the problem of ground water infiltrating the sewer 
collection system, should boost. that building boom consider- 
ably. 

‘And that could be part of te answer to the city's year-old 
housing problem, which could be the end of-a number of other 
problems...such as the number of teachers who start work in 
the Glades with the sole idea of transferring to coastal school: 

We've long maintained the Glades' muck 'soil is the bane 
and blessing of life here; providing both the living of every- 
body here directly or indirectly, and affecting the quality of 
that life in virtually anything one cares to name. 

We have a teacher shortage because teachers don't want to 
teach in a place where it's almost impossible to find adequate 
housing. We have a housing shortage because it's difficult to 
get more sewer connections and the Health Department has 
banned septic tanks in all but the most unique instances. 

It's difficult to obtain new sewer connections because the 
sewer plant for some time hadn't been performing up to state

The soil was also the reason for another bit of news last 
week that wasn't so good. 

Included in the great news of the end of work on four- 
laning SR 80 from South Bay to the Glade’ Office Building, 
and the beginning of plans for the official opening, members 
of the Canal Hazards Safety Committee also heard there will 
be no improvements to the brand new rollercoaster north of 
Airport Road. 

The combination of the road settling and a series of drive- 
ways already com eno! to prevent settling have 
teamed up to provide an amusemeht park ride effect guaran- 
teed to force anyone with a queasy stomach to lose his or her 
breakfast on the way back from’ the courthouse. 

And as newly elected Canal Hazards Safety Committee 
Chairman Marvin Unwin pointed out, if it’s like that before 
the road is officially. operied, it ought to rank right up there 
with the best rollercoasters in the country by the time the 
cane trucks start using it. 

The only saving grace is that we won't have to pay any 
extra for the thrilling ride...at least nor more than the extra 
fees generated by replacing the occasional shock absorbers 
and the odd spring here and there. 

Because Frank Weatherholt, who has shepherded the con- 
struction projects for the Department of Transportation, gave 
the committee members little hope for any improvement in 
the situation, saying he assumes the road will be résurfaced 
in a year or so, possibly when the new stretch east of Hooker 
Highway is completed, always assuming that project is ever 
completed. 

Perhaps the DOT has finally learned a lesson about the 


'construction of roads in the Glades, however.. As everyone 


who's lived in Western Palm Beach County more than three 
hours was already aware, the best road-out here is SR 715 and 
às most of'us are aware, SR 715 was simply floated on top of 
the muck rather than digging out part or all the muck and 
backfilling it with rock. 

But floating the road on the muck wasn't how SR 80 was 
owtianed, thank you. The experts used the.results of-their 
half-mile experimental strip where SR715 dead-ends into SR 
80to come up with the formula of scraping out only three feet- 
of muck and only that portion. 

And to quote Bud Weaver, ‘‘They probably only backfilled 
three feet to save money but if they wanted to save money, 
why demuck at all?” 

Former Committee Chairman Franklyn Jones is writing:a 
letter on behalf of the committee protesting the method of 


. construction and asking the DOT to consider uS any 


future roads which may be built. 

Considering the washboard road we have anres before 
the road is even officially opened, that is mild action indeed.

The long range answer, Stapp said, as 
he has said numerous times over the past 
months, is going to have to be conserva- 
tion, not more production, of energy. 

‘What we need is a national energy 
policy," he said, ‘‘but the package be- 
fore the House now is not what . e'd like 
to see adopted.’’ He said the energy bill 
has a number of provisious, such as strict- 
er federal regulations and the mandatory 
conversion of all oil-fired power plants to 
coal by 1980, which private power pro- 
ducers cap't live with. 

Stapp said he believes FP&L and other 
companies will eventually go to coal-fired 
generating plants but the cost of convert- 
ing existing plants would amount to more 
than half the company's present invest- 
ment. 

But conservation, he repeated, is the 
only real answer. 

"The company is in the business of 
producing and selling electricity," he 
said, ''but we realize we can't continue to 
efficiently provide sufficient power with- 
out conservation. Each house is continu- 
ing to use more and more electricity, be- 
sides the additional demands made by 
new homes. ` 

“We're firmly convinced,” Stapp said, 
"there is an energy crisis. It is upon us 
but it’s going to get worse. There is a 
finite amount of fuel as we know it and we 
can't go on using it up the way we have 
been.”’

. Citrus trees subject to disease 


By Gene Joyner 
Urban Horticulturist

Lately, with our damp, rainy 
weather, many people that have 
citrus and other fruit trees seem to 
be experiencing an increase in the 
amount of disease problems. A few 
types of fruit are also splitting or 
aborting and in most cases this is a 
wormal occurrance at this time of 
y^ar and. should, not alarm the 
homeowner. 

O citrus many people have no- 
ticea .'iat the leaves are dropping 
more han usual and many of them 
have greasy-looking spots or le- 
sions on he back of them. Also, on 
some of th developing fruit there 
may be warty or knob-like pro- 
jections on the peel. Both of these 
conditions re the result of fungus 
infection and many times by the 
time you notice them it is already 


too late to correct for that season. 

In the case of unsightly fruit, 
this disease, whic. is called scab, 
has to be controlle ' when the fruit 
is first forming in che late spring. 
Generally, sprays of copper at the 
time the fruit has just formed and 
before it reaches pea size will help 
to keep this scab fungus from 
infecting your fruit. 

Most of the time the disease only 
affects the peel of the fruit and has 
no effect on the quality of edible- 
ness of the fruit. Seab fungus also 
can be found on the foliage where 
it causes distortion and. primarily 
this is a problem on new or re- 
cently expanded leaves. 

For scab fungus on foliage it is 
important to time your sprays of 
copper to correspond with flushes 
of new leaves, Here in our area 
citrus generally puts out a flush of 
new growth in February-March, 
May-June, August and October.

The other fungus which is prev- 
alent, greasy spot, is an unsightly 
lesion on the older leaves primar- 
ily.

Trees that are being over- 
watered or are in poorly drained 
soils may, at this time of year, 
show signs of collar rot or various 
other tyes of fungus diseases on 
the lower trunk. These diseases 
cause the bark to split or crack and 
if this completely girdles the tree 
then, of course, the top portion will 
dies. 

Any time that bark is noticed to 
be cracking, ‘splitting, or coming 
off on any portion of the tree, that 
area should be cleaned as thor- 
oughly as possible of the diseased 
bark and then a spray of copper 
fungicide should be applied to the

Some types of citrus, mangoes 
and other fruit trees are also ex- 
periencing a lot of fruit splitting at 
this time of year and most of it is 
caused by our summer weather 
conditions. As fruit matures it 
becomes less pliable and with fluc- 
tuations in internal water pressure 
you will get an increased ‘chance of 
the rind or outer skin cracking or 
splitting. 

Overwatering at this time of 
year will aggravate this situation 
so ! would advise not watering at 
all unless you have extremely 
sandy, well-drained soil or we have 
a dry period lasting more than two 
weeks,
